Dr. T. J. Beattie Presents Diplomas 
In 33rd Annual Exercises At 
St. Teresa’s 



Sunday, June 4, at 3:30 p.m., the 
Nurses’ Training School of St. Jos- 
eph’s Hospital held its annual com- 
mencement exercises in the auditor- 
ium of St. Teresa College, with which 
it is affiliated. The class of 1933 is 
the thirty-third class to be graduated 
from the training school since its 
foundation in 1901. 

The Rev. C. D. McCarthy, chaplain 
of St. Joseph’s Hospital, addressed the 
graduates. Dr. John O. Skinner, a 
member of the St. Joseph surgical 
staff, then read a detailed account of 
the origin and growth of the St. 
Joseph’s School for Nurses. St. Jos- 
eph’s Hospital was opened October 15, 
1874 in an old home at 7th & Penn 
Streets, and grew from that humble 
beginning into the large institution of 
today. The first graduation exercises 
of the training school were held in 
1903, and each year following, St. 
Joseph’s graduated a finished class of 
nurses. In 1915 plans for the new 
building were begun, and in 1917 the 
new St. Joseph’s was completed. Since 
that time, Dr. Skinner said, several 
additions have been made in order 
to meet the demand of the times. Fol- 
lowing Dr. Skinner’s address, Dr. C. 
E. Virden introduced the graduates 
and Dr. T. J. Beattie presented the 
diplomas. 

As has been customary for several 
years, some of the St. Teresa students 
participated in the program. Piano 
solos were presented by Miss Mar- 
jorie Beckemeyer and Miss Laura 
Barker, both of St. Teresa Academy. 
Miss Mary Reis of the college depart- 
ment offered a violin solo.

dramatic art director of the school; 
vocal numbers by Miss Munger; piano 
selections by Miss Marjoi-ie Becke- 
meyer, and a short address by 
Mother Marietta, who thanked the 
members of the Guild for their splen- 
did spirit of co-operation and compli- 
mented them on the success of then- 
undertakings.

An awakening of Faith — a glorious birth of trust 
and growth of ardor — this is the most magnificient 
work that can be wrought in the human soul by the 
delicate, shaping hand of Catholic education — the 
Mother of Catholic youth! But, not alone Faith, 
that beaming sun of the firmament around which play 
the stars of human relationship, is the joyful blessing 
of Catholic education. Near it shines forth a satellite, 
partaking equally of its glory, an inspired judgment; 
a judgment that looks above the limits of earth-bound 
glory, beyond the range of time bound joy, to see ahead 
gleaming through the unknown light, infinite glory and 
eternal joy. A judgment that visualizes not a garden 
of seeds and buds withering on the shores of time where 
they first spring up, but that vision afar, that fullness 
of the harvest, where the richness of the blossom and 
the fruitage of earth will be gathered for all eternity. 

Every man, it seems, is in search primarily of one 
thing — happiness. He may seek a life of wealth, honor, 
greatness, erroneously believing these to be the seat 
of happiness. Toward this aim he will direct every hope, 
every effort, every accomplishment, and when at last he 
finds his coffers filled to overflowing with all that 
glitters, when he sees his name emblazoned in glory 
on every side, when he hears his deeds acclaimed the 
blessings of humanity, then he finds, alas, his folly.
